|WINNER OF DEUTSCH 
PRIZE IN 1901 


SANTOS DUMONT 


Rio de Janeiro, July 24, 

Senor Santos Dumont, the 
famous xeronautical inventor, 
to whom South Americans 
credit. the’ development of 
airship, passed away at 
Petropolis home. near Rio, 
day. He was fifty-nine ycars of 
age,

Ne was the récognised airship 
pioneer. Seeing his first ballon in 
1888, when fiftect. he began at 
once to take an interest in flying,, 
paying much attention to the ideas 
of Henri Giffard, the French in- 
~entor. . : 

In 1891 he visited Paris, expect- 
ing to™“see new things. .steerable 
balloons, and automobiles.” To 
his immense. astonishment, he 
found there were no steerable bal- 
loons... There were oly spherical 
balloons. In fuet, no-one had con- 
tinued the trials of the elongated 
balloon driven by a motor begun 
by Henri Giffard.

He experienced en- 
gine trouble aot x critical moment 
and gave the spectators o thrilling 
finish by ascending rafidly at the 
end of the course and passing the 
judges at full apeed, at an altitude 
of 1000 feet. He had rounded the 
Eiffel Tower from the Acro Club 
in-nine minutes, but on the return 
trip, in the teeth of a stiff wind, 
nearly failed because of engine 
trouble which almost found him 
with his alrship out of control. 
- Tho prize-money he divided be- 
tween the charitable institutions 
of Paria and the workmen at the 
Dumont plant. ~ . 


TRANSPORT MUSEUM.

Tuberculosis, a disease whieh 
takes w heavy toll of life in Hong- 
kong, continues to be the subject 

‘Yof much concern ‘in Great Britain, 
here, despite stringent measures 
to combat ‘it, the death-roll totals 
about 40,000, a sear. Much is 
“being done by sanatorium treat- 
ment, bute local authorities which 
run these institutions have no 
power to keep patients under troat- 
ment. The result, in many cases, 
is that when there are signs of 
improvement, the patients want to 
return to their homes, where they 
are not able‘to be looked after so 
well as in these special institu- 
lions, In this way,.a good deal of 
the work done by aanutorium treat- 
ment is made of less effect than 
it would otherwise be. |.One 
medical: mah, we see, thinks that 
too much is made of what he terms 
“the sanctity of the home.” He 
points out that in some countries

One of the most valuable results 
ofK Ottawa which would help to this 
end might be to obtain a concerted 
monetary policy.

For the time 
it would be enough for us al) to 
iueree upon t.definite objective in 
our policy. I"do not think this 
would be difficult. I think it should 
be that of increasing the general 
level of wholesale prices to some 
eloarly fixed point vet higher than 
that of 1929. It this were agreed 
and declared, a stable relation be- 
tUveen our currencies would follow 
almost automatically, ‘and could 
easily’ be secured, with negligible 
fluctuations, in practice. With 
such a‘basis we could enlarge the 
stérling area by’similay understand- 
ings or agreements till it covered 
half the world, And with this 
strength behind us(or perhaps at 
once) we could co-ordinate our 
policy with Ameria, who is already 
proceeding along this line, but with 
much greater difficulty, beenuse the 
policy of other countries iy tncer-

The advantages of this policy 
would) be enormous. Combined 
with arrangements to break 
through, to break down, the pre- 
sent barriers to trade, it would re- 
start economic activities and reduce 
the burden both. of debt and fixed 
charges.

REFLECTIONS — 


COCHET LEARNS A LESSON & 


- ADVANCES 


RECORD CROWD oF. 24,000 


. London, July 2... 

The attendanco of the gencral 
public during tho first week of the 
Championships surpassed all pre- 
vious records, On Thursday the 
attendance broke the existing 
ground record (of | 1929), ‘and 
this figure was itself excteded by 
fifteen hundred on Saturday, when 
twenty-four thousand spectators 
were present during the after- 
noon. Nothing like it hag aver 
been seen at Wimbledon before. 
The guests in the passages’ lead- 
ing to the standing room round 
the centre court were larger than 
on a finals day, the free stands 
round No. 2 and 3 Courts were 
overflowing, and the casual wan- 
derer experienced the greatest 
diMiculty in catching a glimpse of 
the play on the outer courts, 
MANY LATECOMERS. 

The number of latecomers who 
turned up during. the first week 
after five o'clock nat.the new half- 
price rate of admission exceeded 
all estimates of the Executive. 
The supply of tiekets ran out on the 
second day. - Consequently the 
standing room on the centre-court 
terraces was always. full until late 
in the evening. 

FRENCH RECORD GOES, 

For the first time since 1924, 
France «failed .to win a place 
in the round of the Inst eight at 
Wimbledon, From that year un- 
ti! 1929, Franee dominated the 
Championship, Borotra, Lacoste 
and Cochet each winning the title 
twice, and Borotra reaching the 
final on five ovensions all told, 
COCHET LEARNS A LESSON. 

At a dinner on the night of his 
defeat in the singles champion- 
ship, H. Cochet intimated to his 
that he in- 
tends to come over to England two 
weeks before the start of the 1933 
Wimbtedon in order to acclimatise 
his play to the lower bound on the 
grass. He frankly admitted that 
a champion player should be cap- 
able of overcoming such inciden- 
tal matters as a change surface: 
but gave it as his opinion that the 
entry for the men’s singles cham- 
pionship at Wimbledon is now so 
formidable that an oycréens ‘play- 
er, even when protected from the 
strongest of the field through the 
process of “seeding,” cannot now 
rely on having to or three easy 
matches in varly rounds during 
which he can shape his strokes to 
the lower bound of the ball.

IMPRESSIVE RECORD, 

H. C. Fisher has an impressive 
Davis Cup record for Switzerland 
this year.

HENLEY REGATTA’S

’ Brocklebank Beaten 


A sensational incident occurred 
in the chief event, the heat of the 
Diamond Sculls in which the 
former Cambridgé stroke, T. A. 
Brocklebank, Britain’s best scul- 


~|ler, was opposed by the German, 


H. Buhtz, on the opening day of 
the Henley Royal Regatta. ‘ 

When well beaten, ‘half a mile 
from the finish, Brocklebank fell 
out of his shell to take no further 
part in the race... He was rescued 
and put on board the umpire’s 
Jaunch,-none the. worse for hig 
ducking, ' 

Apart from this, the event was 
a disappointment from a British 
point of view. -The German, 
enthusiastic and confident in his 
ability, was an impressive figure, 
but Brocklebank was nervy, and 
it certainly did. not tend to pre- 
serve his equilibrium when he 
refused a request to be photo- 
graphed with his opponent before 
the start. 

In the race Brocklebank failed 
to respond to the speed set by the 
German, who, sculling with the 
#reatest case and perfect rhythm, 
increased his lend with. every 
stroke, and was travelling towards 
one of the easiest victories on 
record when the incident happen- 
ed. Buhitz now. meets L. F. South- 
wood, and a great race should be 
seen, for the latter was impres- 
sive in his victory over the 
Oxonian, L. Clive. . 

The Ladica Plate provided much 
intercating racing, with the 
closest finishes of the day, and 
one thriling heat. This was an 
Oxford-Cambridge duel, with the 
Dark Blues, New College, gaining 
a meritorious . triumph: over 
Selwyn. It was a magnificent 
struggle all the way. 

In a. last titanic offort, New 
terally lifted thelr craft over the 
Hne to win by three feet in the.

TO CANTON. 


EX-MILITARY OFFICER _ 
AFUGITIVE . - 


That the troops of a General or 
Governor, forced to flee the coun-, 
try on being deprived of power, ns 
often as not turned bandits, was 
the suggestion put.by’ the Public 
Prosecutor (Mr. R. E, Lindsell) in 
u pointed query to a witness at 
the close of -oxtradition proceed- 
ings before Mr. Grantham at tho 
Central Magistracy on Saturday. 

The Court was investigating the 
case of Leung Cheung, described 
as a former battalion commander 
of General Chan. Kwinj-ming, 
whose surrender is sought by the 
Canton authorities on a requisi- 
tion. charging him with banditry 
and kidnapping on the West River 
on the night of June 28, 1929. 

In his defence, the. fugitive 
called as a witness Suny Ching- 
kum, who gave his credentials as 
follows: ; 

He had served as a clerk in the 
Hongkong Government in the 
early nincties, but later went to 
Honolulu where he functioned as 
a Vice-Consul until 1908. . 

Upon the overthrow of the 
Manchu Imperial regime and the 
establishment of the ‘Chinese 
Republic, he returned. to Hong- 
kong, and established himself in 
business here and at Canton. 
Between whiles he acted as inter- 
preter in Mandarin at both the 
Hongkong Central Magistracy and 
at the Supreme Court. : 


An Honorary Seeretary. 


He was now an honorary Secre- 


tary to General Chan Kwing-ming, 
and through the latter got to know 
the fugitive, whose personal 
acquaintance he made when visit- 
ing General Chan at the lutter’s 
residence at Conduit Road. 

aL the material period, witness 
continued, he was still visiting, 
General Chan Kwing-ming, when 
a suggestion was made that a new 
Chinese political party should be 
formed with General Chan as ‘its 
leader. Duringr that time, 
between June 16 and July 19 or 20, 
witness said, he saw the fugitive 
every day at the General's house. 
It was the fugitive’s desire that 
General Chan should come into 
Court to speak on his. behalf, but 
political business kept him away 
and witness had been asked by 
the General to come to the Court

departure he had reminded him 
(witness) of the necessity of doing 
all he could for the fugitive. 


Deputised for Genéral: 


Speaking of the fugitive’s stand- 
inge vis-G-rg the General, witness 
stated that whenever the General 
held a levee of his former com- 
manders, the fugitive, as one of 
them, would often be sent for arid 
called upon to. deputise for the 
General and entertain his guests. 

The Public Prosecutor took 
Witness back over the years 1922- 
21, and tested his knowledge of 
the political changes occurring at 
Canton during that period. He 
asked witness “what was this 
wonderful political party that he 
had spoken, about.” , 

‘The reply was that it was a new 
party called the Tze Kung Tong, 
conceived after the fall from 
power of General Chin  Kwing- 
ming, designed to run counter to 
the Kuomintang of the late Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen, 

The Public Prosecutor: Has it 
not happened again and again 
When a General or Governor has 
gone out of power, his troops have 
immediately turned. bandits? 

The witness asserted that “some 
do and some don’t.” 

This was the only witness called 
‘by the fugitive, the case against 
whom was then closed. In com- 
mitting the fugitive to gaol to 
await further orders — from 
ILE. the Governor, his Worship 
informed the man that he would 
not be surrendered until 15 days, 
during which period he had the 
right, if he wished to, to apply 
to the Supreme Court. for a writ 
of habeas corpus.

“GENEVA APPROVES ‘OF 
RESOLUTION 


: Geneva, July 23. 
The resolution of the general 
committee of the Disarmament 
Conference, formulated after six 
months’ labour, waa to-day adopted 
by 41 votes to 2, Germany and 
Ruesla opposing, whilst there 
wore cight absentecs. 7 


The resolution, drafted by Sir 
John Simon and M. ‘Benes of 
Czecho-Slovakia, welcomes Presi- 
dent Hopver’s proposals which 
call for reduction of nvorld 
armaments by a third, as well as 
agreeing to the prohibition of 
aerial attacks against civilians, 
and of chemical, Incendiary and 
bacterial warfare. : 

Urging the limitation of certain 
calibres of Innd artillery and tha 
weight of tanks, and advocating 
the establishment of a permanent 
disarmament commission, the 
resolution invites the signatory 
Powers to the Washington and 
London Naval treaties to confer 
with a view to further reduction in 
naval armaments.—Rerter.

Four other committees to deal 
with (1) custonis administrations, 
(2) commercial relations with 
foreign nations, (3) monetary and 
financinl questions, and (4) 
methoda of, cconomie co-operati:n, 
were also appointed. The work 
of the committees has begun and 
the ‘various delegations are algo 
consulting together privately.

Wednesday is being devoted to 
inter-Dominions conversations in 
preparation for the full trade 
committee which mects next week 
for-discussion of the problems 
peculiar to each of the Dominions.

He built five airships (each about 
90 feet lony) but none answered his 
purpose though the Santos Dumon* 
No. 6 completed the Deutsc. 
; Prize course in forty minutes, 


DAY OF TRIUMPH. 


In No. 6, however, he won the 
Deutsch prize, making the journey 
in 29 minutes 30 seconds on Octo- 
ber 19, 1901. He experienced en- 
gine trouble at p critical moment 
and gave the spectators a thrilling 
finish by ascending rapldly at the 
end of the course and passing tho 
judges at full speed, at an altitude 
of.1000 feet. He had rounded tho 
Eiffel Tower from the Aero Club 
in nine minutes, but onthe return 
trip, in the teeth of a-stiff wind, 
nearly failed because of engine 
trouble which almost found him 
with his airship out of contro).

Tuberculosis, a disease which 
takes n heavy toll of life in Hong- 
kong, continues to be the subject 
of much concern in Great Britain, 
where, despite stringent measures 
to combat it, the death-roll totals 
about 40,000 a year, Much is 
being done by sanatorium treat- 
ment, but local authorities which 
tun these institutions have no 
power to keep patients under treat- 
ment, The result, in many cases, 
is that when there are signs of 
improvement, the patients want to 
return to their homes, where they 
ure not uble to be looked after su 
well ag in’ these special institu- 
tions, In this way, « good deal of 
the work done by sanatorium treat- 
ment is.made of less effect than 
it would otherwise be. One 
medical man, we see, thinks that 
too much is made of what he terms 
“the sanctity of the home.” He 
oints out that’ in some countries 
People affected with tuberculosis 
are not permitted to live with their 
families, and concludes — that 
Britain will eventually have to 
deal with the problem on similar 
lines, . 

It may not be generally known 


-that local authorities In England 


are already empowered to apply to 
a court of summary jurisdiction 
for the compulsory removal of any 
person suffering from pulmonary 
tuberculosis im an infectious state

While if is estimated that about 
forty per cent. of the cows In 
England are~ tuberculous, only 
from one to two per cent. yicld 
tuberculous milk, The noyistra- 
tion of dairies provides excellent 
opportunities for tracking such 
milk, and it may be noticed that 
local authorities have power to 
prohibit conjumptives from handl- 
ing dairy products. *

POLICY AT OTTAWA 


FFUIE preparations for — the 
_ Ottnwa Conference have been 
elaborate. It will be richly 
equipped in personnel. The public 
expeectrations are high. The diffi- 
cullies---und the dangere— ure allke 
great. For fyilure would be arother 
shattering blow to confidence and 
perhaps an clament of poison in Im- 
perial relations; and a preclaimed 
sueceys of ‘n certain kind = might 
later ‘prove as bad as failure, 


What docs success niran? It 
means, I suggest, for Ottawa, as 
for every other Conference of this 
period, that, the net result is an 
increase in the total volume of 
trade, the total mass of profitable 
exchanges; and this total must in- 
clude internal trade, reciprocal 
(Imperial) trade, and external 
(foreign) trade alike. If Imperial 
trade is increased without equal or 
renter logs of our opportunities of 
trade with other -countrics, well 
and good. But-an increase at the 
cost of greater reduction elsewhere 
would be disastrous. We must add 
to the dimenstyns of the cake we 
have to share, not merely carve a 
larger slice out of a ‘total cake no 
greater or diminished. Canada 
cannot afford to disrupt her trade 
with her great neighbour, . We can. 
not afford to abandon our trade 
with either the Argentine, Scan- 
dinavia, Europe or the East. 

% oe @ 

This is a quite possible objective 
if we all pursue it with determina- 
tion, and reject ail policies incon- 
sistent with it. For there are 
several ways in which we can in- 
crease Imperial «trade 
jeopardising foreign trade. 


One of the most valuable results 
of Ottawa which would help to this 
end might be to obtain a concerted 
monetary policy. This does not 
mean a single Empire, currency, 
gomnion Imperial Central Bank and 
all that would imply. Fer the time 
it would be enough for us all to 
agree upon’a definite objective in 
our policy. I do not think this 
would be difficult, I think it should 
be that of increasing the general 
level of wholesale prices to some 
clearly fixed point not higher than 
that of 1929. Jt this were agreed 
and dechired, a stable relation be- 
tween our currencies would follow 
almost automatically, and could 
easily be secured, with negligtble 
fluctuations, in practice. With 
such a basis .we could enlarge the 
sterling area by similar understand. 
ings or agreements till it covered 
half the world. And with this 
strength behind © us(or perhaps at 
onee) - we could .. co-ordinate ; our 
policy with America, who is already 
procecding along this line, but with 
much greater difficulty, because the 
policy of other countries is: uncer- 
tain, 


The advantayes of this policy 
would be cnormous. Combined 
with arrangements ‘to - break 
through, to break down, the pre- 
sent barriers to trade, it would re- 
start economic activities and reduce 
the burden both of debt and fixed 
charges. And: concerted in this 
way the dangers of an inflationary 
policy getting out of hand would 
be avoided. ; 


‘Theres much else, too, that can 
be usefully done before. we come 
to the sphere of tariffs. The debt

problem might be tackled, for an 
inereuse of price will only mitigate, 
it cannot completely solve it. Im- 
perial research and institutions can 
be usefully extended, In particular 
by the crention of a permancnt Im- 
;Perial economic organisation, The 
negotiations for a division of func. 
tion between different kinds of in- 
dustrial enterprise can be dovelop- 
ed, each’ Dominion and ourselves 
undertaking not to foster, at least 
by tariff, certain classes of produc- 
tion. ;

It is on tariffs and preferences, 
however, that public attention has, 
perhaps unhappily, been mainly 
concentrated. If we ‘are not to 
suffer serious disillusionment, we 
must understand very clearly some 
‘of the conditions upon which the 
negotiations can alone proceed. 
Many people, misled by the phrase 
“Iempire Free Trade,” and ignorant 
of the extent to which — the 
Dominions have been industralised 
under tariff protection, are under 
the illusion that the volume of trade 
enn be immensely increased by the 
rreferential entry of food and raw 
materials from the Rominions here, 
and the. preferential entry of our 
manufactures into the Dominions. 
They must realise that the 
Dominions have never for a 
laoment intended, and cannot be 9x- 
pected, to Iet us seriously compete 
»With the industries they mean to 
maintain, A preference upon 
such articles as would in any case 
come from outside, yes; but that is 
n much more limited affair, There 
is alan some reason to fear a serious 
divergence in the point of ‘view 
from which »we ‘und they are ap- 
prorching the negotiations. We 
now have a general tariff, from 
which we have — ‘provisionally 
exempted the Dominions. We.shall 
naturally inquire what new pre- 
ferences We may expect in return 
for an extension of this exemption. 
But they may expect to negotiate 
from the present basis, including. 
the exemption, and ‘ask what new 
advantages we-shall giva  ench 
other. ' :

, It may well prove in these cir- 
cumstances that it will not be pos- 
sible to conclude an agreement 
which will result in more than a 
moderate increase in the volume of 
trade with each other. Even that 
Will be a success, though a limited 
one, on one vital condition, namely, 
that it Is not based on an under- 
Standing that we will main- 
tain high tariffs = against 
foreign countries. Such fn 
understanding would be fatal 
to otiy bargaining power with coun- 
tries with whom agreements are 
vital to us. We mat be free to 
make such arrangements ag will 
maintain our trade with such coun, 
tries as the Argentine and 
Scandinavia, with whom our trade 
is complementary rather than com- 
petitive and of the greatest value 
to us. . But such arrangements may 
well be difficult to reconcile with 
the kind of preferential entry the 
Dominions may ask for their pro-. 
duce. We must also be able to take 
advantage of what is likely to be a 
mreater opportunity, than we have 
ever had of bargaining down Euro- 
pean tariffs,.as has-been indicated 
ky the remarkable initiative of 
Belgium and Holland and the re- 
cent news from France, But to 
bargain we must be as free to re- 
duce tariffs as to impose them. 
Here, perhaps, the dificulty will be 
less, if we are careful and’ deter-* 
{ mined, for while the Dominions are 
determined to manufacture for 
their own markets, they do not in 
genernl expect to export industrial 
products to Eurape. 


This then, in my view, should be 
the basic principle of all our policy; 
we must increase the volume of 
trade with the Dominions in such 
n way that the total volumo of our 
whole trade (including both the 
Dominions and foreign countries): 
is greater than it would otherwise 
be. If we'achieve this we succeed; 
if we do not, we fail; and failure 


would mean long enduring regreta, 


of which. the consequences would 
necessarily be felt in every sphere 
of Imperial relations. :

- TO CANTON, 


EX-MILITARY OFFICER 
A FUGITIVE . 


That tho troops‘of a General or 
Governor, forced to flee the coun- 
try on: being deprived of power, 08 
often as not. turned bandits, was 
the suggestion put by the Public 
Prosecutor (Mr, R. E. Lindsell) in 
a pointed query to a witness at 
the close of oxtrad{tion proceed- 
ings before Mr. Grantham at the 
Central Magistracy on patarday. 

The Court was investigating the 


case of Loung Choung, described |" 


as.n former battalion commander 
of General Chan Kwing-ming, 
whose surrender is sought by the 
Canton authorities on a requisi- 
tion charging him with banditry 
and kidnapping on the West River 
on the night of June 28, 1929, 

In his defence, the fugitive 
called os a witness Sung Ching- 
kum, who gave his credentials as 
follows: . ; 

He-had served as a clerk in the 
Hongkong Government in‘ the 
early ninctles, but later went to 
Honolulu where he functioned as 
fa Vice-Consul until 1908. 

Upon the ‘averthrow of the 
Manchu Imperial regime and the 
establishment of the Chinese 
Republic, he returned to Hong- 
kong, and established himself in 
business -here -and at _ Canton. 


] Between whiles he acted as inter-f. 


preter in Mandarin at both the 
Hongkong Central Magistracy and 
at tho Supreme Court. 


An Honorary Sceretary, 


He was now an honorary Secre- 
tary to Gencral Chan Kwing-ming, 
and through 'the latter gat to know 
the fugitive, whose personal 
acquaintance he made when visit- 
ing Generrl Qhan at the latter's 
residence at Conduit Road, 

At the material period, witness 
continued, he was. still visiting 
General Chan Kwing-ming, when 
a suggestion was made that a new 
Chinese political party should be 
formed with General Chan as its 
leader. During that time, 
between June 16 and July 19 or 20, 
witness said, he saw the fugitive 
every ay at the Gencral’s house. 
It was the fugitive’s desire that 
General Chan should come into 
Court to speak on his behalf, -but 
political business kept him away 
and witness had been asked by 
the General to come to the’ Court 
in his place. About 2 week ago, 
General Chan left for Tientsin on 
2 political mission and _ before his 
departure he had reminded him 
(witness) of the necessity of doing 
all he could for the fugitive. 


_Deputised for General, 


Speaking of the fuyitive’s stand- 
ing vigea-vis the General, witness 
stated that whenever the General 
held a levee of his former com- 
manders, the fugitive, as one of 
them, would often be sent for and 
called upon to deputise for the 
General and entertain his guests. 

The Public Prosecutor took 

witness back’ over the years 1922. 
24, nnd tested his knowledge of 
the political changes occurring nt 
Canton during that period. Ho 
asked witness “what waa. this 
wonderful political party that he 
had spoken about.” 
The reply was that it was a new 
party called the Tze Kung Tong, 
conceived after’ the fall from 
power, of General Chan Kwing- 
ming, designed to run counter to 
the Kuomintang of the late Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen. 

The Public Prosecutor: Has it 
not happened again and again 
when a General or Governor has 
gonoout of power, his troops have 
immediately turned bandits? 

The witness asserted that “some 
do and some don’t,” t . 

This was the only witness called 
by the fugitive, the case against 
whom was then closed. In com- 
mitting the fugitive to Baol to 
await further — orders from. 
H.E. the Governor, his Worship 
informed the man that he would 
not be surrendered until 15 days, 
during which period he-had the 
tight, if he wished to, to apply 
to the Supreme Court for a writ 
of habeas corpus. ‘.
